THE CITY HALL, HONGKONG. 


The annual mesting -vf the sharcholders 
jn and subscribers to the City Hall was 
hola thia afternoon, The [ast annual mect- 
ing was held on the 25th April fast. 

The annual report states that the build. 
ing was carefully examined by’ tho Archi- 
tects, Mosers. Palmer and Turner, in dune, 
191, especial attention being paid to the 
benms supporting the floor of St. George’s 
Hall, which Were entirely stripped of all 
plaster and ocxamined throughout, and 
found to bo in a suund condition. The 
‘gum of $703.44 was spent on xepaira ond 
alterations during the twelve mouths ended 
30th June. and, since that date, the whole 
of tho interior of the building’ had bean 
redecorated. Duripg the period from Ist 
July, 1920, to30th June, 1901, the Theatre 
had been used by Miss Carringlon’s Com- 
paoy, the A.D.C., Pollard’s, Lilliputians, 
tho Dallas Company, Mr aod Mrs 
Brough, and others.
